avoid punishment. The champion was 
breathing 
heavily and 
apparent!' 


greatly exhausted when the roun 
closed, while Sharkey Beemed as frea 
aa at the beginning. Sharkey evon . 
fused to atop fighting at the end of th 
bout and made a vicious rush for Co 
belt. Sii policemen jumped into th 
ring and three officers grabbed Bharke, 
The Marine refused to bo restrained 
and struck one of the policemen 
vicious blow. Moro policemen jumpi 
into the ring and Sharkey waa finall 
escorted to his corner. 


The fight was a rough and tumbl 


contest from the start. Sharkey pursue 
liia usual tactice, rushing and atrikin 
wildly and using little or no science 
-Oorbett said^afterwarda he was foule 
twice, and waa offered the decision bu 
refused to'take it. 


However that may be, Corbett did al 


most all of the fooling in the laet rounc 
and would' undoubtedly have been pn 
-out if he had not clung to Sharkey' 
neck with hia left arm, 


Sharkey repeatedly pushed Corbet 


away, only to be grabbed about the 
neck again. 


Daring the first two rounds Corbet 


•appeared to have the batter o! tho coo 
test, landing on Sharkey heavily when 
ever and wherever he pleased. Sharkey 
landed heavily on the champion aavera 
times, but most ol his blowa fell short 
•Sharkey's good ahowing was due to the 
fact thathis rough and tumble pace was 
too furions for the champion.

Marine's heavy blow§ had their effect 
on Corbett, while the letter's blows ap- 
peared to make no impression on the 
Marine, so great ia hia ability to stand 
punishment.

In half an hour 
nearly every seat in the building, which 
holds 10,000 people, was occupied. Cor- 
bett stock roee rapidly in public appre- 
ciation a iew houra before the time set 
for the contest to take place. This 
afternoon odds of 10 to 1 were laid that 
the champion would not be able to 
inock the Marine out in four ronnda. 
The Corbett money began to roll in iu 
largo bnndles, and it waa difficult to find 
men to back Sharkey at even money. •

between Charles Rochotte and Jack 
Howard. The contest waa to have been 
six round B, but Howard got all ho 
wanted in five rounds and a*, the re- 
quest of his seconds Re/eree Ohoviiaki 
gave tha decision to Hochette.

Corbett and Sharkey stepped into the 


ring at 10.40.

When 


Corbett entered'the ring the vast crowd 
rose to its fees and cheered for several 
minutes.

We 
re opposed, as a permanent financial 
olicy to gold monometallism on one 
and, or to silver monometallism on 
e other hand. The pledge contained 
the repeal of the Sherman law, which 
peal was passed by a Democratic 
ingress, and approved by a Democratic 
resident, should be faithfully carried 
t, wherein it was declared that "the 
"orts of the government should be 


a eadily declared to the establishment 
of such a safe system of bimetallism as 
will maintain at all times the equal 
power of every dollar coined or issued 
by the United States in the market and 
iu payment of debts."

We believe each bimetallism to which 


the nation ia solemnly pledged can only 
be secured and permanently maintained 
through the concurrent aid of the lead- 
ing nations of the world.

on the part of the United States alone 
to enter upon the experiment of free 
silver coinage would not only prove dis- 
astrous to our finance but wonld retard 
or entirely prevent tho establishment of 
international bimetallism. Until inter- 
national" co-operation for bimetallism 
can be secured—to which all our efforts 
as a government and aa a people should 
be in good faith directed—we favor the 
rigid maintenance o! the present gold 
standard as essential to tbe preserva- 
tion of our national credit, the redemp- 
tion of our public pledges and the keep- 
ing iuvoiiate of our country'.s honor. 
We insist that all our paper and silver 
currency ahall be kept absolutely at a 
parity with gold. 


The Democratic party has ever been 


and still is the hard money party, and 
it will preserve that record. It is op- 
posed to legaltend_er paper money as a 
partol our financial eys tern, and it re- 
fuses to sanction any paper mono? inr 
controvertiblo with coin. The United 
States notes and treasury notes be- 
ing iu fact debts of the government, 
should ho gradually paid off, retired and 
cancelled. This should and must be 
done in auch manner as to. cause no con- 
traction of the circulating money nf the 
counlry. So long as they exist, how- 
ever, and are permitted to circulate as 
money, they should be redeemable at 
all times upon demand iu the standard 
money of tho country. 


Tbe Democratic party ia pledged to 


the resolute maintenance of tbe public 
credit at all t inea and under all circum- 
stances, and it ia therefore opposed to 
the repeal of any existing statute which, 
enables the secretary oi ibe treasury, by 
tbe issue of bonds or otherwise, to pro- 
vide an adequate fund for the redemp- 
tion in gold of our paper obligations 
whenever necessary. 


We reiterate our adherence to the 


irinciple of a tariff for revenue only. 
We are.opposed to government partner- 
ihip with tha protector monopolies and 
ffe demand that import duties; like 
other taxes, should be impartially laid 
and their imposition limited to tbe ne- 
cessities o( the government economically 
adciinifitered. Federal taxation should 
lot be imposed to benefit individual in- 
ereats at tbe expense of the general 
welfare. 
We repudiate the doctrine 


hat it is the province of tbe govern- 
ment by the exercise or abuse of the 
rawer of taxation to build up one man's 
meinesa at tha expense of another, or 
o impose burdens upon one class of citi- 
zens for the benefit of other masgea, and 
we insist that "no public taxation ex- 
cept for public purposes" is the true 
ibeory upon which our syslem of govern- 
nent is based and upon which it should 
)e honestly and impartially adminia-

TEXAS FOR BLAND. 


The Silver Wing Delegates Under 


Instructions. 


AUSTIN, Tax,, June 24.—The eilver 


wing state convention today adopted a 
platform declaring for free coinage of 
ailver at 16 to 1, regardltas of the action 
of foreign countries. 


The gold standard wing convention 


selected delegates to Chicago and also 
elected presidential electors. 


The ailver convention elected an elect- 


ors at large T. S. Smith and Wmbora 
Pierce; alternatea, J. F. Onioa and E, 
A. Jones. 


At thia point much commotion waa 


occasioned by the appearance of a huge 
picture of Bland borne down the central 
lisle of the hall, and at the same tune 
Colonel Bhepard advanced to the etage 
ana moved to indorse Bland for the 
presidency. The motion was received 
s-ith deafening cheera, and 
Senator 


Horace Chilton rushed to the platform! 
to oppose his indorsement. 


Col. John Duncan alao opposed the 


ndorsemeot of Bland, and favored in; 
doriing er-Goveruor Hogg for-tha^irefli-- 
dency. A general row ensued, and the 
supporters of the state administration 
and Hoeg were very vehement in their 
opposition to Bland. 


jnhn Regan also apoke opposing any 


presidential instructions at all. Dudley, 
chairman of the state executive com- 
mittee, spoke in advocacy of the Bland 
indorsement. 
Judga Bramlett intro- 


duced a resolution stating in effect that 
Bland waa the choice of the people of 
Texas and deemed it advisable in tbe 
interests of silver to vote for him at 
Chicago. Congressman Bailey spoke in 
advocacy of the resolution and stated 
emphatically that he favored Bland. 
Governor HOZE said tho adcption of tbe 
resolution wonld havn no more effect on 
the Chicago delegation than the sniffs 
of a sandhill possum. 


At 2 o'clock, after much discussion, 


Bland was finally instructed for almost 
unanimously. 
"Messagea were sent to 


conventions in session in Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois informing them that Texas 
eent a straight-out; silver delegation to 
Chicago. 


Adjournment sine die was had tit 2.10 


o'clock. 


June 25.—Tho state silver 


convention waa called to order at 11:15 
. m. by I. N. Stevens, member ol tho 
ational silver committee. There were 
10 delegates. The convention selected 
t. A.'W, Tabor temporary chairman. 


After appointing committees, the con- 
ention took a recess until 2 o'clock, 
he convention will send Teller dele- 
ateatoSt.Loms. 
At the afternoon session, Hon. PJatt 
ricke of Pueblo was chosen permanent 
hairmau. The feature of the afternoon 
waa an address by ex-Congressman Lafe 
Pence, who paid a tribute to Senator 
Teller and his western followers who 
bolted the national Republican conven- 
tion. 


Delegates to the national convention 


to be held at St. Lonia were chosen. 


The convention adjourned with three

such money without loss." 


"We favo?, independently of othe 


nations, tbe free and unlimited coinag 
of silver and gold without difcrimina 
tion apaiBBt eitier, at tbe present legs 
ratio of 16 to 1, and we condemn the sjs 
tern which, in a time of peace, wivh 
millions of silver bullion lying idle ia 
the treasury, has forced the Rovernment 
within the abort pariod of two years to 
issue $262,000,000 of bonds, entailing 
this enormous debt upon the people in 
order to maintain ita credit upoa a sin- 
gle ataadard and a gold baala"

Gold and Silver Wings Hold Sep- 


arate Conventions, 


AUSTIN, Tex., Jane 2S.-The two wings 


of the Democratic party met in eeparate 
session today for tbe purpose of electing 
delegates to the Chicago convention, and 
as both factions held separate conven- 
tions there was very little friction in 
either meeting. 
The gold standard convention met at 


noon and with very little trouble began 
to transact their business. They de- 
cided to thoroughly organize the Demo- 
cratic party in Texas byalecting a nomi- 
nee and A committee and to call a state 
convention at Waco on August 25th, to 
nominate a full atate-ticket from gov- 
ernor down. 


From tbiH it is easily interred tbat re- 


gardless of whether they av« recognized 
at Chicago or not, the gold men propose 
to fight in tbe state and their avowed In- 
tention as promulgated today ia to giv* 
no quarter to the silver men. They se- 
lected delegates to Chicago and also 
•sleeted presidential electors. They se- 
lected delegates from the various con- 
gressional districts in the state and will 
knock at the ChicaRO convention door 
with a full list of delegates. The plat- 
form was strongly laudatory of Cleve- 
land and Carlisle. 
The convention adopted a anancial 


plank of unusual length. It asserts 
that any chanRe in the present money 
standard would precipitate a financial 
panic to which the history of the world 
furnishea no parallel and demands that 
the preeent gold standard be main- 
tained. The coinage and circulation of 
silver is favored in each amounts aa can 
he kept at a parity with gold. The free 
and unlimited coinage of silver ia op- 
posed aa a "measure borrowed, from 
Popnlists and fraught with dishonor 
and disgrace to the nation and destruc- 
tion to the people." 
It is further demanded that the gov- 


ernment retire from the bankinz busi- 
ness-and that ita outstending treasury 
notes he retired and cancelled.

Fresno Should be the Starting 


Place for It. 


The effort of tbe Fresno Chamber of 


Commerce to get the promoters of the 
proposed line of railroad to the Yo- 
Semite valley to make Fresno the start- 
ing point is a moat commendable one. 
On account of the longer distance and 
tbe greater engineering difficulties it 
may seem that the Chamber of Com- 
merce has entered sponan almost hope- 
less task in trying to get these people 
to change tbeir plans making Fresno, 
instead of Merced, tbe starting point, 
but when the many advantages which 
Fresno and Fresno county have to give 
to the railroad are taken into account 
there then seems good reason to believe 
tbat they will change their minds. 


If tbe people of this county bad some 


cheap and rapid way of getting Into tbe 
mountains, many would apend their va- 
cations Up there who now go to the sea 
shore, and many would avail themselves 
of the opportunity who now stay at 
home. Again, it should be remembered 
tb&t times are not always to remain aa 
they are now, and when the change 
comes Fresno in sure to double in 
wealtb and population in a remarkably 
abort space of time, and the local busi- 
ness of itself would be sufficient to 
make tbe road a proGtabie investment, 
whereas, if it should be built from 
Merced few would so to the trouble and 
expense of going up there and chang- 
ing cars. It would in fact be fool- 
ish for them to do so, for, with

coast. A two or three hours car ride 
from Fresno would t&ke a pereon well

fore last in the parlors of the Hughes 
hotel. The club is the successor of the 
Electric Uity Cyclere, who had a ranch 
hatter name and a much poorer organi- 
zation. Ite main object will he the 
protection of the interests of cyclers. 


It was time for each an organization. 


Wheelmen and wheel women have in- 
creased in aumbera until it must be 
recognized that they have rights of 
thoroughfare. 
Heretofore they have 


been treated very much aa if they were 
it nuisance to be tolerated auder certain 
legal conditions. Did they run on side- 
walks where the roads were almost im- 
paeeahle, as they not infrequently are in 
Freeno, though a foot traveler wee not 
in eight within blocks, they were liable 
to arreet. Did they ran in the evening 
without a lantern, the officers probably 
would "pull" them, it apparently never 
having occurred to the sapient law- 
makers that foot passengers do not be- 
long in the roada and that if A wheel- 
ma a runs into a carriage, he, and .not 
the carriage, -is apt to be disfigured. It 
ie to the interest of the riders of the si- 
lent steeds to carry lanterns, but if they 
do not, the chances are scores to one 
that they themselves, if any body, ^?ill be 
the Buffererfl, and why should A man 
be arrested 
for 
risking bis own 


bones'? 
During month after mouth, 


hundreds of cyclera have ridden through 
the streeta of this city, and practically 
nobody baa been injured.1 Yet our law- 
makers atill hold to the idea that thia 
new* machine on which civilization has 
taken to -riding is especially dangerous. 
Carious men, lawmakers ! They will 
change their minds, hut lar(*e bodies 
move elowiy. 


A ntriking evidence of current disre- 


gard for cyclers' rights has been visi- 
ble on Freeno street in thia city. Along 
the edge of the roadway on that atreet 
the r.yclerfl have worn a narrow <path. 
It is a foot or two wide, and occupies 
the extreme edge of a street which along 
some of its way IB the widest in the 
city. Yon would suppose that the nat- 
ural regard o! man for man would cause 
them to be allowed thia narrow strip of 
territory, but you would suppose mis- 
takenly. 
With the whole street to 


choose from, wagons and carriages will 
be driven along that path, and wheel- 
men are aometimea forced out into places 
which Hand makefl almost impassable. 
Nor is thia all : Opposite the Central 
school houee somebody has dumped dirt 
from the sidewalk into the street, and te 
has dumped ib on the bicycle path, 
thereby ruining it along the larger part 
of a block. Probably he never thought 
that he thereby inconvenienced hun- 
dreds of men and women, but, if so, the 
proof ie ail the clearer that it ia time 
for eome organization to compel a respect 
for the rights o£ peoolo who have 
wheels.

It is a singular 1 hie- that while the 


average white man and native American 
citizen of Fresno is consuming hia soul 
n enforced idleness, and talks piteously 
of hard times, the imported citizen and 
he man of color have been steadily 
hriving and acquiring property. Dar- 
ns tbe last five yeara the ownership of 
a vast amount of property in Fresno has 
changed hands. Rich men have become 
Kior and poor men -are becoming ricb, 
i is an ill wind that blowsnobody good. 
The colored people of Fresno have 


done conspicuously well in point of veri* 
ying the old adage of the survival of the 
fittest. It is a matter that can be easily 
established beyond all doubt that nearly 
every colored man in the city of Fresno 
owns hie own home, which ia ft great 
deal more than many old citizens "of 
:he white penjiiaiion" can say. 
Fresno'a Ethiopian colony is geo- 


jraphicaJly bounded by Tuolumne and 
Amador streets on the north and south 
and B and O streets on . the west and 
east Scattered over the area are a num- 
ber of dwellings from a mere shanty to 
a comfortable modern houee. 


Very few persons who bave not 


crossed tbe railroad reservation and 
gone aside irom the principal thorough- 
fares leading westward have any idea 
how many pretty -cottages are to be seen 
in that vicinity. The contiguity of the 
Ethiopian colony to Chinatown has of 
course depreciated the value of the lota 
so that many a colored family lives in 
comfort on an acre and a half or two 
acres of land for the price that would be 
Said for an ordinary -JOQxoO lot on the 


iBbiounble side. There are many col- 
ored men whose holdings extend to five 
acres, and there la one who has twenty 
acres, within a mile of town, from which 
he derives a good income — certainly a 
better return than tbe average raisin 
grower from an investment on a similar 
acreage, 
Fresno's colored population dates 
back. from about -twelve years ago, when 
a real estate firm, Jiow located in Bak- 
ereneld, imported eome Ethiopian fam- 
ilies from Jiorlh Carolina and Tennee- 
see. Then A. B. Butler took up tbe 
proposition, with the ideu. that the col- 
ored people wonld be juat'the thing for 
labor iu the vineyside. A fftw, a very 
few, 
colored 
men are 
at 
work 


in the vineyards today, but nearly 
every colored man then imported found 
hia way into Fresno, and managed to 
earnaliving in and about town. One 
of tbe original Importations, now a man 
of property and the owrier of a boot- 
black stand, told a reporter yesterday 
that very BOOII after he came to Fresno 
he found & way to earn $5 a day hon- 
estly around town. Assuming that the 
wages thus earned represented prices in 
Fresno's boom days, it is not surprising 
that, with ordinary ecoacaiv, the Ethi- 
opian colony is pretty well fired today. 
The average colored man or woman ie 
not given to habits of economy, at least 
not in tbe East, but on the toil of Cali- 
fornia the Eastern traditions seem to 
have been reversed in this particular. 


Whereas in tue Eastern states it is 


run to see a colored Umily'e home with- 
oat broken windows stuffed with rift, a 
similar spectacle in Freino'* Ethiopia is 
quit* rare. Many of the interiors of tbe 
homes are models of comfort and elean- 
linees, sometimes even of elegance. It 
ia not an uncommon thing to Bee an ex- 
jidislTo tr&mid ctiyoa picture cf lUe 
father and mother in tbe parlor of the 
family dwelling. The children ara clean 
and well cared for. Most of tbe little 
one* are able to compete with white chil- 
dren of the same age in intelligent an- 
•wera to general questions, aa well aa in 
reading, writing and arithmetic.

Ehort.any person who goes into Fresno's 
colored colony with the idea of tbe nee- 
esfsry and perpetual saprtmscj of thf 
white race, will have leasou to do eome 
thinking before he leaves. 


There are, however, enough of the 


old-time "clsrkie" habits and traditions 
left among tbe colored people of Fresuo 
to make a visit to thia little colony "of 
Darkest Africa" a pleasant reminder of 
the past to the visitor from the border 
fatstes or the far -south. For one thing, 
the Fresno colored brother or eister 
likea a full-flavored religious meeting. 
That ia to eay that & cold, logical argu- 
ment, however BOimd, does not meet 
with approval. In the churches of 
Freano'e Ethiopia, the preacher is in 
every instance a negro, for it is an- un- 
written law that a negro can only be 
reached evangelically by a negro. Tbe 
spectacle to be seen at a revival meeting 
in the eable colony is impressive. Dust, 
excitement, tears, and shrieks are in. 
dlpensable. Three or four dusky dem- 
oaelleB, who have etrayed from the 
Eaths of rectitude, and have been 
roaght to the mourner's bench, confess 


their remorse aloud, and with protesta- 
tions of infinite resolve to do well, but 
a few daya later they are brought back 
again to do fresh penance for the f rail- 
tiea of the fiesh. All this ia BO exactly 
,ike the average Hie of the eastern col- 
ored uitken that the wonder grows 
more and more that habits of thrift 
a ave been grafted on so unpromising a 
Stock. So with the men. They show 
in more ways than one the love of ex- 
citement and unbridled pleasure that 
are uonepkuoua in their eastern brother, 
bnt when it cames to cold business they 
are in it with the smartest real estate 
m«n in Fresno. 
Cue man, who bat) accumulated a lit- 


tle i-ompetenoe In the lust ten yeara, eaid 
to a reporter: "You aak why it is that 
colored people never get tired and ran 
around half the night pleasure peeking, 
after working twelve or fourteen hours 
adav?" 
4*Xow I'll tell you the troth. That's 


a peculiarity of the colored people any- 
where. I've worked twelve houra in a 
vineyard, eight miles 
from 
town ; 


walked intotown,-run around all night, 
walked back to the vineyard in the 
«arly morning and done another day's 
work, feeling uot a bit the worse. Same 
with our colored girls. Come up to 
Truitt hull on Tnolumne street near F 
one night. You'll see colored girla thai 
have been at work from t>un-up till sun- 
down, enjoying themselves at a 'fea- 
tivaJ1 till 3 o'clock next morninp, anc 
then go to the wash-tub at 0 o'clock tha 
Game morning as fresh as ever." 


There is one good thing about Fresno's 


Ethiopia. It has not supported a gro£- 
gery hitherto, and the indications are 
that it never will. Keveral anch places 
have been opened- but tiiey have always 
closed down for lack of patronage- Con 
eidering tlmt there are at least 200 men 
and women in the colony this speaks 
well. 


Rev. William Blackball, the preacher 


in the most largely attended of the co - 
ored chapels, says he has no reason to 
complain of the attendance at cburch. 
It averages 100 at each Sunday service. 


But the tendency of the colored people 


to run around at night is a habit which 
even tbe preacher cannot check. As a 
rule tbe negro is not a reader. He likes 
to get hia knowledge second-hand, ao he 
goea aronnd and gossips with his neigh- 
bor on the exchange principle. Ethiopia 
s B noisy place after dark. Sociability

THREE MEW WELLS. 


Additional Capacity for Furnishing 


Water to the City. 


Fjom Tliuisdsy's Daily. 


The Freeno Water Company is boring 


three additions! wells at the works, cor- 
ner Freano and 0 streets. Tbe demand 
for water has been increasing and the 
company will be able, upon the comple- 
tion of the new welle, to furnish a plen- 
tiful sapply. The welli were s!w> made 
necessary on account of putting in the 
electric power pumping plant. 
The 


motor can be regulated only by the 
change of the speed of the dynamos ak 
the power house. As tbe power will be 
kept uniform, and as it was greater than 
that required to run the pumps of the 
present wella, it waa decided to m>n- 
omize by ueinn thia extra power in 
pumping from additional wells. 


Tbe water works will havo a larger 
apadty than before. When these wells 
are cornoleted there wilt be nine in all, 
ach abo'ut 600 feet deep. The water 
aired from that depth ia almost abso- 
ately pure.

TITE FLOW BEGINS. 


"In a short time the oil reached the 


month of the well and began to flow 
one. It did not flow regularly, bnt 
•would discharge a email quantity, then 
fiink back into the casing, and after a 
short time flow again. We noticed that 
the intervals between the flows grew 
shorter and shorter, and the fiowB 
larger each time. Each flow amounted 
to about a barrel by this time, and we 
were satisfied that* it was coming al! 
right. We placed a two-inch plank 
across the top of the casing and bolted 
it firaiJy down to the framework of the 
derrick to prevent the oil from wasting. 


"A man was detailed to watch the 


well. For several hours all went well; 
but the preaadte became BO strong iu- 
m.de the easing that the plank was blown 
otf, and then the gusher began in ear- 
nest. It threw the oil a hundred feet 
into the air, clear thirty feet above the 
top of the derrick. The flow waa sixty 
barrels an hoar, which would be equal 
to nearly 1500 barrels a day. 
"We Bet to work plaguing the well, 


and after several hours we succeeded, 
but it required a couple of tons of iron 
piled on the top of the casing to hold 
the oil from escaping. It was that way 
when I left. We keep a man constantly 
on watch to see that. the.:plug is not 
again blown off and tb.eo.il allowed to 
escape.

"We are building tanks to<hold about 


2000 barrels, with pipes to lead the oil 
from the well. In a -few days we will 
unplug the wel^ and till the tanks. By 
that time we can tell what the capacity 
of the well is, and we will then plug it 
and turn our attention to boring ofhpr 
Trelle, We now have five good wells." 


A GREAT OIL REGION. 


In speaking of the extent of the dis- 


trict where petroleum will probably be 
found, Captain Barrett said: "Wo have 
had engineers at work since January 
sen-eying and setting monnmente to 
mark our claims. We now have 30,000 
acree. We cannot.tejl;'of course, just 
where the .oil formation- en&s, but we 
have h?.d the beet eipert* in-iKa.world 
there examining the country. The dis- 
trict is no doubt large, extending in 
placet: out upon the plaina. I think 
that oil will b« found all the way into 
Kern county. 
The oil formation ia 
probably seventy-five miles loug; but I 
am of the opinion that in the southern 
part of it the oil. is so far down that 
wells will be very expensive.' Perhaps 
no oil mil be struck in some purls of 
the district at a depth less than 3000 to 
4000 feet.

mainder of the Fresno delegation lined 
up under the leadership of W. W. Foote. 


The aarrender of hia prory to Daggett 


by Johnson is considered a very aerioua 
mistake for the young man as far aa his 
political ambitions are 
concerned. 


Johnson ia acknowleded to be a bright 
young man, and although he easterns 
first ballot next November, he was re- 
cently elected secretary of the county 
central committee, a position in which 
a man has abundant opportunities to 
work himself to the front as a politi- 
cian. 
His election 
considered 


somewhat radical by a number of the 
central^ committeemen, on account of 
his age and inexperience in practical 
politics. But as he appeared to be of 
the right make-up and & trustworthy 
and ambitious young man, the majority 
of the committee came to the conclusion 
that ho would be all right. 


Now that he has made a move which 


waa in direct opposition to the course 
pursued by tho Democracy of this 
county, Mr. Johnson's aspirations will 
in all probability receive a severe set- 
back, in local politics at least. The ad- 
ministration Democrats were completely 
"snowed under" in the county conven- 
tion, and if Johnson could not take 
this as a hint aa to hia own policy, the 
Democrats hardly think that he will 
make a good secretary.

man and do not know his political 
viewa, bat that he 6 ho aid have the af- 
frontery to say any good home-loving 
woman did not wiah to help choose the 
men who make and enforce the lawo 
that govern and control the deatiny of 
her native land, her home, children and 
personal liberties, Burpasaee for Btupid- 
ity all reasons I have ever heard against 
woman suffrage. 
Granted that all 


good women wonld not vote; neither do 
all good men vote; bat I have never 
heard any talk of disfranchising thoee 
who do use their franchise on account of 
those who do not. 


I am not acquainted with that gentle- 


man'a wife, and I have no argument 
with her if she does not wish to vote, 
but I object to having her placed above 
other women In home-loving qualities, 
who are rearing families, doing their 
own wort, and finding time to awist in 
the education of their children. "Gen- 
tle, patient, loving mothers, oftentimes 
Bhornof youth andgrace," bnt with bnay 
brain and clear intellect know that tbe 
future safely of their country demands 
the united effort of men and women. 


Women who toil that home may be 


good and beautiful are generally in favor 
of suffrage, and those who are not, have 
not given the subject sufficient thought. 
They may not know there is one code 
of laws for men and another for women 
in some respects. A widow must give 
heavy bonds before she can' do any 
business with tbe estate; men do not. 
She must be appointed guardian of her 
own children if ehe wishes to Bell or 
transfer any property belonging to them 
but the children dp not own any prop- 
erty if the wife dies; and a new wife 
usually usurps their home rights until 
they find a new home. 


A decision of interest to every woman 


iu California was rendered by Judge 
ROBS in the court of appeal B recently. 
It was that the husband bas a right to 
mortgage all community property with- 
out the consent of the wife, even though 
ehe might have toiled at the washtub to 
help earn it. And there are many laws 
that uro for the suppression of vice that 
never will be enforced until woman's 
ballot stands back of them. 


One anti-suffragi«t with whom I talked. 


thought ua too independent, that we in- 
jured our cause by demanding our 
rights; we should be humble and plead 
for them. Our revolutionary fathen did 
not 
humble themselves before the 


throne of Great Britain when they de- 
clared "taxation without representation 
ia tyranny," and the spirit of 1778 etill 
puleates in the American woman's heart. 
I wonld like to turn the cathode ray 
upon the hearts of those men and search 
deep for the roota of envy, hatred and 
malice, who would consign, if they 
could, women to the barema of oblivion. 
But women are casting oft the chains of 
inertia that have bound them BO lone 
and are asking why they should not en- 
joy all the liberties of any human being. 
All hail to the men who will vote for 
and carry the eleventh amendment. 
How proud wo are of you. For our free- 
dom wo will thank you, and stand by 
your sides battlino for ri*ht until the 
journey of life shall be over.

The uiaal protectory remarks were 


made and the chairman introduced Dr. 
Cheater Rowell, who, in the course of a 
brief address, said: "We have assem- 
bled tonu-ht to ratify the nomination of 
McKinley and Hobart. We ratify be- 
cause they atand for a party with a 
grand history, firm principles and 
patriotic purpose. We ratify alao be- 
cause, personally, they represent a high 
type of Amariean citizenship. The work 
of the recent convention at St. Louis 
waa remarkable. 
Never before was a 


platform ao tersely stated. Every prin- 
ciple of Republicanism ban been out- 
lined with vividness tnat none can mis- 
take." 


The speaker referred to the fact that 


California has always been a single gold 
standard country, and. passing lightly 
over the fact that the money plank of the 
convention has been a disappointment 
in a certain sense to California, he pro- 
nounced protection to be the grand 
issue.

RAISIN SELLING.

EIHTOR REPUBLICAN :—When able and 


public-spirited business men of Fresno 
will lay aside large private interests aud 
devote much time iu visiting the various 
raisin districts and talking with the 
growers, it arguaa the gravity of the sit- 
uation, and it is disappointing that so 
little interest is fihown among those 
moat to be benefited by any change for 
the better. The policy which seems to 
prevail to so large an extent among the 
growers of waiting to see what will tarn 
up, if the most fatnl policy which can 
be adopted in such an emergency as the 
present. It doesn't so much matter 
what we do as that we do something 
with some sort of unanimity. 
It ia not 


heaven but the other place that comes 
Co us without decision. 


By jiot being, present at tbeee meet- 


ings, the growers fail to learn tbe true 
inwardness of the situation. The grow- 
ers' committee are certainly honest in 
the purpose to prevent a repetition this 
year of the disastrous conditions which 
have prevailed for the past three years 
in the marketing of our' raisins. This 
much we can all gratefully recognize. 
There are also some features of the com- 
mittee's plan vhich all are agreed mnsb 
be carried out iu order to secure stability 
in the market and insure fair prices, 
namely: f.o.b. sales, no consignments, 
concentration of all raisins under one 
control. 
The co-operativca have tendered to 


the committee the control, for these 
purposes, of all their raisins, and pro- 
pose that they shall bear the same rela- 
tion to them aa to the commission pack- 
ers. Then in our simplicity we are in- 
clined to ask, "Why is not the plan ago 
right now?" 


Having control oE all the raisins of the 


commission packers, and having been 
tendered the control of all belonging to 
the co-operatives, the committee would 
appear to have a solid thine. 


Going behind the scenes, we find that 


right in here comes the play of selfish 
interests, and there Is disclosed the 
smooth work of the commission packers 
in the committee'a plan. The packers 
say to tho committee, "Unless the 
growth of the co-operative movement is 
stopped rij(ht where it was last year, wo 
will not be controlled by you, but will 
continue tho methods of the past, which 
mean ruin to evsry grower. There wil] 
be the same scramble over again this 
year, unless we can have the same 
share of the business aa heretofore." 


The co-operatives, on the other hand, 


say to the committee: "We tender you 
the control of our raisins, be our share 
50 per cent or but 10 per cent of tbe 
pack, whatever the growers may place 
in our hands. You shall control." 


Now, fellow growers, just look at the 


two propositions and ask yourselves can- 
didly which party appears to be acting 
from a selfish motive and which ban the 
good of the growers at heart?

o care for the major part of the pack j 
nd thus no longer be at tbe mercy of | 
ny packer.

The crop is short—2500 cars la a 
eaeonable estimate. The co-opwativea 
will have packing houses enough to 
handle 3000 cara of raisins this year. If 
tie commission packers stay with the 
committee they foresee a large increase 


f the co-operative nack, hence their 
hreats in the words of a circular sent 
ut by a prominent packer, to renew 
'the same old scramble" if the growers 
o not stop co-operating. 
On the other hand tbe moment they 
ireakfrom the control of the committee 
ibey sacrifice their sole chance of ch- 
aining raisins on commission, as that 
would serve warning to the growers 
hat any raisins entrusted to them 
would be slaughtered, and thus they 
would have no raisins to elaughter. The 
growers would all flock to the co-opera- 
ive houses unlesi offered a fair price 
cash in the sweat box. 


The fact of the matter is that public 


tentimentis going to compel all parties 
o act under this committee and any 
party who for eelfieh reasons should Bet 
at defiance tbe onblic interests by re- 
using to place their raisins in the con- 
rol of this committee would receive the 
uet condemnation of all growers. The 
very best thing the packers can do for 
heir own interests, in the face of the 
existing sentiment among the growers 
owards them, is to stay with the grow- 
>ra' committee and allow the co-opera- 
ives to make mich growth as they nat- 
urally will. There .are a great many 
growers who do not care to co-operate, 
and oncp assured that the packers will 
land with the committee in any event 
and that there is .to be no cash in the 
weat box this year, they will immedi- 
ately sign the contract with the Cali- 
ornia Raisin Association. 


The time is opportune; the crop is 


ihort; never' will it be safer to hold ral- 
lies ; never less cause for a slaughter ia 
trices. In short this plan of the joint 
ommittee appears to be very much like 
he patent mouse trap which it is very 
eaey for tho mouse to walk into, but 
once there he finds no way to get out. 
.t is safer for the commission packers to 
itay with tbe committee and allow the 
co-operatives to corns in under the same 
Trangement, than it is for them to with- 
[raw. And one thing is certain, the 
commission packing system of the past 
our yeare is deader than a last year's 
herring.

It ie natural for men to hunt for los 


treasures. They will visit the most in 
significant islands, scale the most for 
bidding mountains, penetrate deserts 
and venture into wildernesses to look 
for flomethine lost. They will do tbi 
on the moat uncertain clew. The verj 
unwrtainty of tbe traditions appears ti 
stimulate to greater effort. 
It ifl tb< 


romance and the vat^ieness which fasci 
note the adventurer. 


No better illustration of this can 


be pointed out than in the caa* of th 
Shipe mine. To strip the traditions o 
all their romance, there remains little 
tangible evidence that Shipe had a mine 
much richer than other mine*. Vet tbe 
time which has pawed since be 
murdered in Viaalia has not in tbe leas 
dulled the desire of prospectors and 
speculators to search for theledqe whicl 
tradition says lies somewhere iu the 
mountains east of Viaalia. The region 
ia large and the pointers are. few, bu 
from time to time, for the past thirty 
rears, men have gone in search of tbe 
lost mine. 


It has unusually been supposed to Hi 


in the vicinity of Sampson's Flat, and 
Evans and Sunt&g hunted fur it all the 
spare time they had between train roti- 
beriea, and when they had not more 
urgent business in dodging officers. An 
old tunnel, apparently deserted a cen 
eration ago, was found on Sampson's 
Flat, and they thonght thia was Shine' 
lone lost bonanza. But it proved a 
blank. 


Clark Moore, the well known residen 


of Sampson's Flat, concluded that 
h< 


had discovered the old :nine, bat it wa 
a placer instead oi a ledge. It yieldet 
cold in considerable quantities am* 
promised more, provided water fo 
sluicing could be had. He did not fee 
able to meet the expenses of bringin 
water from a distance, although he ha1 
unbounded confidence in the claim. H. 
succeeded in interesting Judge S Ian ton 
L. Carter, Mark Walaer and C. H. Wai 
cott in the mine, and they famished th 
necessary money to develop it only to 
find that tbe bright anticipations of a 
fortune were not to be realized. The 
worked the mine several months with 
out making any valuable discoveries 
Sir. Walcott sold bii interest to San 
Francisco parlies and disappeared-, ant 
has not since been heard of. Scarcity o 
water caused operations to cease, ant 
thus matters now remain. 


WHO WAS siura? 


Before proceeding to relate furthe 


eearch that has been made for the mine 
it is not out of place to tell who Ship 
was and what evidence remains that h 
had a valuable mine, lie came to Call 
fornia about 1819, and in a short time 
found his way into what is now Tolare 
county t and followed mining in a hap 
hazard .way the moat of 
hia life 


He never worked much, and pre- 
ferred 
to 
live 
alone 
or 
with 


Indians, and seldom visited towns or 
other (settlements. 
ViBalia was the 


chief town within reach of him,' anc 
about twice a year he j aid a visit to 
that place, and always had plenty o 
gold dust which he squandered with a 
lavish hand. It was his custom when 
he arrived at Visalia to buy a load o 
flour, bacon, beans, coffee and sugar 
and then abandon himself to drink, ant 
he never drew a sober breath till his 
last nugget was'gone. Then he loaded 
his provisions on a burro and set out for 
the mountains, and would be seen no 
more for about six months, when he 
would come back witn more dust and 
proceed to blow it in. He talked a 
great deal about his mine, but never 
ave a hint of where it was situated. 
he general belief was that the mine 


•was on or near Sampson's Flat, as Shipe 
lived with the Sampson's Flat Indians. 


The last time he came from his mine 


he stopped in Sqnaw "Valley and re- 
mained over night with one of the few 
.white men who then lived there. Sbipt 
waa riding a mole and had a bag of gold 
dust tied to the saddle which, to judge 
by its weight, was worth in the neigh- 
borhood of $1000. While sitting that 
night by the fire talking with tbe old 
settler, Ships promised to show the 


• mine to his host, when he returnee 


from Yiealia. He wae urged not to go to 
YiEalia, but turn back and lead the way 
to the mine, lie was almost persuaded 
to do so, but finally decided to go to 
town and bay eome supplie 


The nest morning when he mounted 


his mule he said: "When I get back, 
I will show yon the mine and will take 
you in as partner. There ii plenty of 
gold for boih of us. We can spend the 
remainder of our lives digging it out and 
still not get it all," 
With that he rode 


away and never returned. He was mur- 
dered at Visalia, and, as was supposed, 
tbe secret died with him. 


A BECOED OF DEATH. 


Here began a remarkable record ol 


death, which, f >•..>. j that day to the 
present, has attended those who have 
searched for tbe Shipe mine. 
If tradi- 


tions are true, and some of them are 
well authenticated, no fewer than thir- 
teen persons have met violent or sudden 
deaths while engaged in searching for 
or working tbe mine, if Shipe is counted 
as the first. In addition to these, there 
were three wbo mysteriously disap- 
peared, counting: Mr. Walcott as the 
:ast. Thup the old mine has a record of 
sixteen persona, who were either mnr- 
dered outright or who met sudden death 
otherwise, or wbo disappeared BO mys- 
teriously as to leave the presumption 
that they are. dead; 


In the face oE such a grim record it 


might be supposed that few people 
wonld be willing to hunt for the mine. 
Certainly if a pereon ia at all supersti- 
tions he wonld have forebodings and 
misgivings while engaged in the under- 
taking. Bat thefe is always somebody 
ready for any adventure, no matter how 
dangerous or how difficult. 
Another 


search if about to be made for the lest 
mine. John Works of Tnlare county, 
"Sampson's Flat Dick," an old Indian, 
Mark Walser of thia city, and perhaps 
H. Mehrtens of San Joaquin county, 
will set out in about three weeks to 
make a tborouch search under the guid- 
ance of the old Indian, who thinks he 
can lead them to the long lost treasures. 


GKIJI T2ADIHOS5. 


Bo far as is known, the first search for 


the mine, after Sbipe'a death, was made 
by two men whose names are not now 
remembered, if ever known to the peo- 
ple in The vicinity of Sampson's Flat. 
They were strangers and by some meant) 
learned of the fact that the old Indian, 
above referred to, knew where the mine 
was. He had been with Shipe once or 
twice. According to bis story told then 
and infiUled on at the present time, the 
mine was nowhere in the vicinity of 
Sampson's Flat, but three diys' journey 
beyond, which would place* it Bome- 
trhere near Tibipite. 


IhcEe strangers prevailed on the old 


Indian to show them tbe way to the 
mice, and raadu lavieti promises of 
money and wbiekey if lie succeeded in 
doing to. He undertook^"

T were laying plans to kill* Mm as 
j u they had reached tbe object of 
their watch. They intended to do thia 
to prevent him from showing the mine 
to othera. He pretended not to under- 
•und what they ea*d; but that iiijchl be 
stole quietly out of camp and retained 
to Sampson's Flit. If the stranger* 
ever found their way back to civiliza- 
tion the ftct never became known. 
Many yean afterwards two skeletons 
were"found inactive tbont thirty-rive 
milea from the place where the Indian 
deserted them, and eome people believe 
that these strangers were loet and died 


The next tradition is full of niarder, 


Juet how much of it is trne is a mattei 
which each person must decide (or him 
FeH. It ia given for what it is worth. 
Names and dates are wanting. Accord- 
ing to the story a Mexican found the 
mine, and wing at a glance that it was 
rich, he kept hia secret, except that he 
told it to a few special friends, all Mexi- 
cans, He organized & company, eleven 
persons in all, and they quietly eet outtt 
work the mine. They opened the old 
tunnel, and found plenty of rich ore 
which they worked with an aiaaira. 
Rut a band of Indiana found out they 
were there and one night made an at- 
tack on them. The miners were taken 
completely by eurpriae and ten were 
killed. Theotnei made his escape and 
fled to LOB Angelas. Instead of inform 
tng the authorities of the massacre, he 
kept the matter a secret, because t< 
have spread the alarm wonld have led 
people to the mine. He wanted it for 
himself, and quietly waited for the In- 
diana to leave. 


U is not stated how long he rem&mec 


awavi but it waa probably a year o: 
more. He then returned alone am 
buried the bones of bia murdered com 
psnions. This done, he turned his at 
tention to the mine. A pile of ore hat 
been taken out before the massacre am 
it still lay on the dump. He put in the 
remainder of tbe summer pounding tbe 
ore with a hammer and panning it out 
The process was slow but tbe result was 
satisfactory. Although he was at work 
leas than aix weeks he panned put ? 1300 
and bad scarcely made a beginning on 
the pile of ore on the dump. 


FATE FOLLOWED HIM. 


The Mexican returned to Visalia with 


hid sack of gold. He was sick with con 
sumption, and started on horseback fo 
San Francisco to see a doctor. When 
he was within a few miles oi Stockton 
he wae suddenly taken worae, and fel 
off his horse near the house of a man 
named Sharp, wbo took him in am 
cared for him. 
Before dying, the Ueii 


can gave his gold, bis horse, saddle and 
bridle to Mr. Sharp, and told him where 
the mine was. 


Within a few days after the Mexican 


wao buried, Sharp rented his farm anf 
act ont for the mine. It was late in tb 
fall and before he could do any work th 
snow came,apd he left the mountain 
and went to Visalia, and, having noth 
ing to go home for, he decided to remain 
in Tulare county and be ready to go t 
tbe mine early in the spring. 
H 


eecnred a job aa foreman on E. Jacob* 
ranch, south of Tufare city. 


The next spring Sharp made np 


company, consisting of a man namec 
Gerard, Thomas Hunt of Visalia am 
Phillip Coon. They started to the mine 
but before they h&d penetrated far intc 
the mountains, a storm came on an 
aeveral ieet of enow fell. They returnee 
to tbe plains to wait for the weather t 
settle. 


Sharp concluded he would take ad 


vantage of the delay and make a trip to 
San Joaqnin county to see after hi 
farm. He fell in with some cattlemen 
driving to Stockton, and while crossing 
the San Joaquin he was drowned. S 
far SB known, no Hying man then knew 
where the Ships mine was, unless it wa 
the old Indian, "Sampson's Flat Dick,' 
who waa pursuing tbe even tenor of hi 
way at the Sampson's Flat rancherta 
Other persons have hunted for it, ba 
without BUCCBBB. 


TO RENEW THE SEAECII. 


It mutt be confessed that the post rec 


ord of efforts made to find and work the 
mine have not been such as to temp 
others to follow; Dut there are always 
adventurous spirits ready to dare any 
danger, and to tempt fate or fortune 
Although the liat of violent deaths to 
tho .credit of the mine is long, others are 
not deterred thereby from trying if 
ver. 
In July John Works of Squaw Valley, 


Mark Walser of this city, perhaps H, 
Mehrtenn of San Joaquin county, with 
':Saatpaon's Flat Dick" 119 a guide, 
_ 


set out on the search, and will be pre- 
pared to pat in the rest of the Hummer 
nnleaa anccess crowns their 
efforts. 


They will go to the vicinity of Tikipito, 
and the country eoutb. The Indiar 
says there ia one place where they musl 
let themselves down by a rope over a 
precipice into a valley. There is no 
other way to got in. The Indian de 
scribes the lerlge where the mine is lo- 
cated aa standing aimost vertical, anc 
in plain view nearly a thousand feet 
from the top to the bottom of a mount- 
ain. This renders it certain that it is 
lowbere near Sampson's Flat, as nc 
such ledge is visible there. It should 
not be hard to find it if the prospectors 
reach the right locality.

THE DOMS NEARLY FINISHED

At the rate of progress now being 


wade 011 the county court house the re* 
construction will be completed by Sep- 
tember let aud most of the rooms 
will be occupied long before that date. 


Beginning with the dome, tbe "ribs' 


are going up and the uprights are all in. 
position. Yesterday a curious crowd 
gazed at the half doxen workmen seem- 
ingly suspended in air amid the iron1 


frame work of the dome. One bold fel- 
low climbed to the top of tbe pole, 
chare the "lantern" ia to be. His posi- 
tion seemed perilously insecure, but 
Overseer Lucas says there have been no 
accidents so far and he does not intend 
that there shall be any if cars can pre- 
vent it. The "lantern" will be finished 
within a few days. It rises seventeen 
feet above tbe top of the dome. The 
dome itself will take about a week to 
complete. All of the hard work has 
been done, and the lumber for the 
iheathing ia all in position and the car- 
penters will soon get to work on it. 
Then will come the final outer aheatb- 
log of copper for the dome itaelf and gal 
vanized iron for tbe tower. The pilas- 
ters will also be covered with galvanized 
;~on. 


The new library room which is to be 


immediately beneath the dome is ready 
for plastering. It will be a lofty and 
spacious apartment with a fine view 
over the surrounding country. On the 
third floor the conrt room of Depart- 
ment 3 (Judge \Vebb) is almost ready 
for occupancy; that ia to say the ceiling 
ia finished and the walls are nearly 
covered with piaster. The whole of tho 
cement floor in the corridor is com- 
pleted, and ready for the encaustic tiles 
which will be laid down in a few days. 
In Judge Carter's room tho fireprooi 
flooring is laid and tbe same remark ap- 
plies to Judge Risley'a conrt room. 


The stairway leading to the county 


clerk's office is to be torn down and re- 
placed by an iron structure which is 
being made at the Fresno Agricultural 
\Yorka. The new stairway is nearl; 
ready so far as the "treada" and "rises1" 
are concerned. 
, 


The rooms of the county surveyor and 


the superintendent of schools are only 
waiting tbe plasterer's attention. The 
contract for the remainder of the plas- 
tering, which includes these rooma, will 
be let in a few days. 


The floors of those parts of tho build- 


ing which are not being rebuilt are torn 
op in all directions for the purpose of 
electric wiring. This is particularly the 
case in the apartments formerly occu- 
pied by tbe district attorney and in the 
chamber of the Board of Supervisors. 
About thirty men are at work in the 
different parts of the building, and the 
beet evidence of their industry fs the 
change which is Been even in a few 
bonrs. 


The county clerk's, recorder's and tax

complete clear-out. The enormous piles 
of rubbish which formerly blockaded 
the corridors of the bonding have been 
removed, and there is no longer any 
danger to persons passing beneath from 
falling walls. Everything is now secure 
"from the ground up," and progress ia 
both rapid and assured. In the base- 
ment, the public administrator's office 
ia about the only one which will not re- 
quire a new ceiling, and even this will 
have to be kaleommed, tbs damp hav- 
ing greatly disfigured the walla. 


Part of the marble for the wainscot- 


ing in tbe corridors and court rooms has 
arrived from Kimxville, Tennessee, and 
another carload ia expected within a !st7 
days: 


Perhaps the most conspicuous and in- 


teresting feature of the restored court 
houee will be tbe great electric light on 
the hall at the apsi of the Iant«rn. 
This light is to be of 00,000 candle 
power, and will be a brilliant beacon 
light to all places within thirty miles of 
town, while in clear weather it shonU 
be easily seen from Pine Rid{{e. There 
may be eome change at the last mo- 
ment, as for instance, by the fiihstitu- 
tion of a circle of lights of lower illum- 
inating power, but in any case it is in- 
tended to make the dome of the court 
bouse a conspicuous object at night. 


The reconstructed building will be as 


nearly aa possible fireproof, so that the 
taxpayers will have little reason to fear 
a repetition of the disaster of a year 
ago.

JOIN THE OTHER SIDE. 


A Letter Atttreued to the Com- 


mittee of Five. 


From Wednesday's Dtilr 


Tbe following communication to the 
vtuuuiitMoi Five from Ihoinas Kock 


of Fowler vaa handed to this paper for 
publication by the writer: 


To the Committee of Five—Gentle- 


men:—After hearing Mr. Cbaddoek'a 
afseition at the meeting on Saturday 
''That the California Raisin Aeaoeiatien 
would not enter into any combination 
unices 75 per cent, of the raisin crop 
was actually l*elJ by nivuiWrd of that 
association," it seems to me that the 
last lingering hope of accomplishing 
yonr object on tbe preaent lines ia ex- 
tinguished. 


I am persuaded that although you 


have not admitted it, possibly not to 
each other, each one of you haa "felt for 
eome time past that tbe case was almost 
hopeless. 


The object you had in view was all im- 


portant, every one admiU; that the 
committee have displayed immense en- 
ergy, and made boundless sacrifices o: 
time in advocating it, no one will deny 
and no pne whose opinion ia worth con* 
sideration questions the good faith of 
the committee; bnt the plan has failed,, 
simply because the object in view conk 
not oe obtained, without fostering and 
tending to perpetuate the commission 
system of packing and marketing ral- 
ains, which the growers have moat em 
pbatically damned, and which they wit' 
not support on any terms. 


I venture to assert that even had tbe 


directors of the several co-operative 
packing companies favored the scheme 
and worked hand in hand with the com 
mittee to make it a saeceaa, the resni 
would still hare been failure, as the 
stockholders would have deserted thei 
directors and withheld their f rait. 


Taking the situation today as it stands 


bearing in mind the continued and in 
creasing spread of the 
co-operative 


movement, and recognizing Mr. Chad 
dock as voicing the sentiments of thi 
California Raisin Association, is it no 
incumbent on yon as a committee to 
seriously consider your position? 


Aa I am only what you may call a non 


commissioned officer iu the co-op; rativf 
ranks, and do not assume to speak with 
any authority, yon may possibly conslde 
me guilty of presumption, or even im 
? 


utlence in making any suggestion, bu 
will take tbo risk and venture to make 


not only a suggestion, but a very earnos 
appeal to you. The suggestion is con 
talned in these words: 


"Right about face," and the appeal ii 


"Come over and help us." I would Bay 
go to the California Raisin Association 
and Bay, "Gentlemen, we have for the 
last few months exerted ourselves, de- 
voted onr time and given our best en 
erjjy to make this plan a success. We 
have tried persuasion, argument, am 
every other means in our power to in 
duce the grower to adopt it. We have 
gilded the pill, bnt the grower smells 
the physic underneath tbe gilt, and re- 
fuses to swallow it, and now we are 
going to quit." 


And when this IB done what ia to 


hinder yon from joining the co-opera 
tive camp? The majority of you have 
publicly endorsed and approved of the 
principle, therefore your opinions coulc 
not be outraged. It cannot be bacaase 
we are not making headway, as the 
movement is increasing by leaps au< 
hounds every day, there being already 
«leven companies affiliated together anc 
more coming. 


There may be aa far as I can see only 


one reason why you should feel a little 
diffident of such a radical change o: 
front, and that Is the fear of outside 
criticism. Gentleman, I don't believe 
there will be an unkind remark m'ade 
by any single pereon whose opinion Is 
worth 1 cent. On the contrary, every 
thinking man will commend you for 
showing true courage and good sense ir 
retracing your stepa where yon fonnc 
you bad made a mistake, and those whc 
think more of policy than principle wil 
approve your foresight In making a 
dignified retreat, and not waiting for a 
total route. 


It may be -true that you will eet a 


pretty considerable amount of slanging 
from the commission packer, but those 
curses will not hurt you, rather the op- 
posite, aa the better you are cursed b'y 
them, the better you will stand in tho 
eyes of vonr fellow citizens, and, any- 
hoWi eome of these gentlemen muel 
havo'such a large and elegant assort- 
ment of growers' OUTERS in stock, thai 
have been delivered at their establish- 
ments the last few yeare, that they are 
bound to retail them out second hand to 
some one. 


I aak you again to eerioualv consider 


my suggestion. Yon cannot consistently 
go on defending a system of which you 
disapprove, and tbe progress co-opera- 
tion has made the last few months must 
convince you that it ia practical, and ] 
would aleo ask yon to believe that there 
are men among the growers and con- 
nected with this movement who are 
not tbe turnip-headed, icnorant hay- 
seeds of whom the commission packer 
is BO loud of talking; but that there are 
men who with your help, indorsing, 
recommending and pushing the move- 
ment, are capable of bringing it to a 
Bucueesiul issue; so tbat in a few months 
tbe rotten and unbusinesslike system at 
present in vogne will be a thing of the 
paat, and only remembered aa a bad 
nightmare.

DISSATISFACTION ALL AROUND 


Fighting For the Nomination For 


District Attorney and For 


Supervisor. 


There is trouble in the Democractic 


fold of Fresno connty. 
Tho central 


committee is at it again. Tbe poli- 
ticians ascribe the defeat of two yeara 
ago to an inefficient committee and lack 
of management in conducting the earn- 
pftign. Now an entirely new committee 
has been selected, but there Is again dis- 
satisfaction. 


In tho firat place there ia complaint 


against tne chairman of the nev com- 
mittee. From a political view, not from 
a personal, Dr. W. J. Baker ia not a aat- 
isfactoiy chairman. 
Everybody like* 


the doctor, hut many Democrats think 
that be should not be chairman. He 
does not understand politics aa a chair- 
man should, and some think he la not a 
Bchemer, Furthermore, he lives in the 
country, and is not present at head- 
quarters in the county seat to keep 
watch of things at all times. The cam- 
paign will be in full progress during the 
harvest aeaaon when the doctor will be 
busily employed at his ranch. 


It IB understood tfcat even the doctor, 


himself, ia dissatisfied. It is reported 
that he would be perfectly willing to re- 
sign, and a prominent Democrat stated 
yesterday that the doctor would un- 
doubtedly do BO when the hard work of 
campaigning begins. 


"1 like Dr. Baker," said a prominent 


participant in tbe councils of the Demo- 
cratic party yesterday, "but for the 
good of our part; we ought to have an- 
other chairman of the central commit- 
tee. We are nearly unanimous that 
Billy Foote should be the man. He is 
young and ambitions and thoroughly 
understands the duties of the position." 


Ae far aa Mr. Foote is concerned it is 


understood that he baa no anxiety to 
get the place. It is thought, however, 
that if urged he could be induced to ao 
cept. 


There is objection to the secretary of 


the committee. Mr. Johnson is con- 
sidered by_ many too new in politics for 
eucb an important position. He and 
Dr. Baker form too weak a combination 
to represent the head o! tbe Democracy 
of Fresno county. Were Foote chair- 
man, Johnson would be acceptable, as 
Foote would be able to take full charge 
of things. 


Again, there ia the executive commit- 


tee of the central committee. Only two 
members.of it reside in thia city. They 
are Jesse Walden and Foote, wbo ie 
chairman. Tbe remaining members re- 
side in the country, distant from tbe 
head of affairs. In politics, as in war, 
quick action must be taken, and it la 
for theee emergencies especially that an, 
executive committee ia needed. But it 
wonld takt about two day* at least to 
assemble the committee. 'Ihia ia an- 
other source of grumbling. 


Then there ia the finance committee 


of the central committee, a very im- 
portant factor iu a campaign. All the 
members live in the country, and it ie 
feared that they will not ba able to give 
proper attention to duties. They will . 
not have proper time to solicit funds, 
and as none of the members are politi- 
cians they will not realize the import- 
ance of their duties. One 'dissatisfied 
Democrat is willing to wager that tha 
finance committee will not nave a meet- 
ine during the campaign. 


Thia lack of management ia agitating 


tbe Democracy. This ia especially BO 
because Dr. Maupin's old committee 
was ousted to give place to an "effi- 
cient" committee. But things are not 
so easily mended as they might be, and 
so it is with Democratic count? central 
committees. 


The rank and file of the party are 


watching the scramble of three candi- 
dates for the nomination for district at- 
torney. Notwithstanding the fact that 
the two or four-year tenure question is 
still unsettled, each of the candidates is 
at work to get ahead of the others. 


N. C. Coldwell long ago expressed' his 


desire to be district attorney. 
Thia 


seems to betheorincipaiinterestthathe 
has taken in Democracy since he has 
been in Freano. ilia opponents say he 
did not attend the recent primaries or 
the convention. 


F/. D. Edwards wants to run for dis- 


trict attorney, not withstanding the cold 
frost accorded him at the late conven- 
tion. Long, long ago, when Fresno's 
history bad not been written beyond 
the preface, E, D. wae a candidate. He 
made a determined fight for the office of 
superior judge in the campaign of 1889. 
He and Judge Campbell were in the 
field for the nomination, aa also was 
Judge Holmes who beat them. Several 
times' Mr. Edwards baa tried to get 
the nomination for district attorney, 
aud he has not given up yet. 


Lloyd W. Moultrie for years has had 


ayearning to be the'public prosecutor. 
He haa always worked for the friend- . 
ship of the Expositor, on which' be now 
relies to help him pe* the nomination. 


City Trustee P.M. Chittenden is be- 


ing urged as a candidate in .opposition 
to W. K. Furnish for the nomination of 
supervisor in the Third district. It is 
claimed by his friends tbat be can get 
tbo Populist indorsement because he 
has leanings that way. J. D. Collins 
will probably be the next nominee for 
sheriff on the ticket. He wants it and 
no one else does. 


\V. W. Phillips is haviPtf clear sailing 


for tbe nomination for supervisor in tho 
Second district, and Frank Lmdsey is 
gaining ground in the Fifth.
